This coin was struck on a 
nicely round, but rough planchet. Toned a medium gray 
color, and well balanced. The date is weak on the reverse 
due to the die state, which shows the expected crack at the 
top of the 2 to the A in ENGLAND. On balance, the coin 
is well struck, but trace weakness can be found on some 
letters and on the lower portion of the oak tree. Rare and 
seldom offered, the Twopence is desired by type and vari- 
ety specialists. Struck on a light planchet, but still within 
the expected range for these. The surfaces are without 
handling problems, aside from the roughness noted in the 
fields. The exact die state is difficult to determine because 
of the roughness. PCGS has graded 8 as such, with just 10 
graded higher.

The planchet is slightly elon- 
gated being taller than it is wide. Well struck and with 
very nice surfaces for the issue. One thin line is noted on 
the upper right of the tree and this may be remnants of an 
undertype or possibly a minor split in the planchet. 


The source of the silver for these early coins was Spanish 
coinage, which had enriched Spain for several genera- 
tions. The Spanish silver was melted down and purified up 
to acceptable levels for sterling, then rolled into strips for 
planchets. These 1652 coins represent some of the most 
important and collectible of the entire spectrum of colo- 
nial coinage.

One of the finest graded of this 
rare coin, it stands alone as the sole "58" seen by PCGS 
and we note a single coin graded higher as MS-61 out of a 
grand total of 12 graded in all of the sixpence denomina- 
tion. The surfaces are toned a lovely light antique silver 
color with darker gold flecks around the obverse periph- 
ery, and similar on the reverse with more gold toning over 
silver gray color located on that side. Weakly struck on the 
central obverse but all the device outlines are present. One 
very minor mark is noted on face, from the back of the 
nose to the hair, but a strong glass is needed to find it. No 
other surface problems worthy of note and this coin is far 
above average in surface quality, even for this grade.

Magnificent AU Lord Baltimore 
Maryland Shilling 


Maryland Shilling, Lord Baltimore. Dies 1-A, R-6. 
PCGS graded AU-55. One of the classic rarities of the 
Colonial issues, the Lord Baltimore shilling elicits collec- 
tor excitement whenever they are offered. On this particu- 
lar specimen we note the planchet is of good quality, and 
the color is a natural lilac silvery gray. The strike is typical 
for the issue, with the weakness in the hair on Lord Cal- 
vert, and the familiar die injury (clashing?) on the reverse 
below II in the denomination. Close scrutiny will note a 
thin line like mark from the lower rim into the bust of 
Lord Baltimore, and a similar and thinner line from the 
rim into the D of DNS, and we suspect that this coin may 
have been struck three or more times, the first two strikes 
off-center, with these trace lines (from the edge of the pre- 
vious off center-strikes) remaining as evidence. Corre- 
sponding planchet lines are present on the reverse. A great 
rarity, and we note that PCGS has graded only 3 of these 
Lord Baltimore shillings as AU-55, with 1 higher as AU- 
58 and one at the top at MS-61 out of a grand total of 24 
graded in all grades listed. Breen estimates the entire 
mintage at 20,000 pieces, virtually all of which have long 
since disappeared. They were struck in London, probably 
at the Tower Mint. 


Early silver in the American colonies is quite rare, most 
coinages were of copper by the various states and other 
cast offs from England, Ireland and France. Here is one of 
the finest of these rare and desirable Lord Baltimore shil- 
lings to survive. Better than the examples offered in 
Picker, Robison, Eliasberg or Roper. An opportunity of 
great importance for the colonial specialist.

| iss) 1776 Continental Currency - "Pewter" (Tin), inscribed "CURRENCY" Newman 2-C. PCGS graded MS-61 Currency, Pewter. 
Light steel gray in color with the obverse very clean for the grade, on the reverse the color is also well matched, and we note a couple of 
trivial marks on some of the chain links. As expected, the strike is sharp throughout, with no weakness whatsoever. There are scattered 
lumps of tin pesting on both sides, but primarily on the reverse, as often seen on coins of this metallic content. For more than the last cen- 
tury, these were thought to have been struck in pewter, but they are actually tin, although similar, not quite the same alloys. Keeping with 
this numismatic tradition, PCGS notes on their insert "Pewter". PCGS has graded only one as such, with a dozen graded higher. Most are 
found in circulated grades. 


The American Continental Congress anticipated a loan of silver for coinage from their friends in France, and hence unknown intermediar- 
ies contacted New Jersey engraver Elisha Gallaudet to make dies, employing his popular renderings of the sundial and chain with each 
state engraved one to a link. Coinage began in secret, pending the hoped for loan of silver from France, these were struck primarily in tin, 
a few in brass, copper and even a silver example or two are known. As a new nation, the United States needed to exercise its sovereign 
right to coin money, and further it was hoped that these coins would help prop up the rapidly deflating Continental Currency then in circu- 
lation. In theory, the Continental notes would then be redeemable in silver coin, supporting the notes stated value. 


Many tin coins circulated, and their popularity remains high with the date 1776 emblazoned on the obverse, and the strong chain of the 13 
original colonies linked on the reverse, with the bold statement WE ARE ONE at the center. The design elements had been sketched by 
Benjamin Franklin, and were seen on a few Continental currency notes attributed to Elisha Gallaudet by Eric Newman (see the Continental 
Currency chapter, issue of February 17, 1776 Resolution fractional notes). These notes were clearly copied for the coin herein, and mis- 
spellings of "currencey" are seen on both the notes as well as a few of the coins! 


The true denomination is not known, although they are approximately the size of later dollars, and hence that name has stuck. Perhaps they 
were meant to be Pence, or something closer to a cent in circulating value when struck in tin. Highly popular with collectors, the design 
elements employ the medieval symbols of the Sun with Face (God or Time personified), while the sundial with FUGIO refers to Time or 
the Sun which is fleeing, so one must use Time or daylight hours, wisely. The motto, MIND YOUR BUSINESS means just that. On the 
reverse, each state is noted or abbreviated on a chain link, thirteen of which encircle the reverse, with the center circle surrounded by glory 
rays with AMERICAN CONGRESS surrounding WE ARE ONE at the very center. The original dies were modified from beaded links (2 
examples known in brass), and this variety is thought to have been the first large group struck, and most show evidence of circulation. 
Apparently struck using medal turn (flip side to side, not top to bottom), the reverse had rotated about 40 degrees clockwise when this one 
was struck.

Rarities abound in American numismatics but two of the most are the 1943 bronze and 1944 steel cents. Because copper was a strategic 
metal during the second World War, efforts to find a replacement eventually resulted in adoption of steel with a thin coating of zinc. "For- 
tunately for some few collectors, but unfortunately for the peace of mind of Mint bureaucrats," reports Walter Breen, in his encyclopedia of 
United States coins, "at the end of 1942 some bronze blanks were left over in a hopper attached to one of the cent presses, and a least 40 
were struck by accident early in 1943, being mixed with a normal production run of steel cents, and managed to leave the Mint undetected. 
Considering the enormous coinage orders that had to be filled, inspection had to be cursory." 


Breyer's coin (the present offering) went into the 1958 ANA Convention auction - only to be withdrawn at the last moment, resulting in 
loud protests as the auctioneer’s book reportedly contained bids well into five figures. In the years since, over a dozen others have been 


authenticated.

"For many years after the war, rumors persisted that the Ford Motor Company would give a new car as a prize to anyone turning in a gen- 
uine 1943 bronze cent (usually called '43 copper cent')." 


Walter Breen goes on to report that "In early 1947, a Dr. Conrad Ottelin reported discovering a bronze 1943 cent (The Numismatist 6/47, p. 
434): this coin either has not become available for authentication, or else has not been connected with Ottelin's name. However, a few 
weeks earlier, Don Lutes, Jr., then aged 16, found one in change at his high school cafeteria (Pittsfield, Mass.), and I had the pleasure of 
authenticating the piece when it came to my attention in 1959. It was one of the first to achieve nationwide publicity, the other being Mar- 
vin Beyer's, also recovered from circulation (about 1958). Rumors of four-and-five-figure prices followed, but the first public auction of a 
1943 bronze cent did not actually result in the coin's changing hands until 1974" 


It was not until years later that a single 1943-D copper cent, the present coin offered, entered the market place (see the pedigree below). 
The coin was authenticated by ANACS with certification #E-8256-C and graded by NGC as Mint State 64 Brown 


It has been 7 years since this coin last entered the market place and with the immense growth of interest in numismatic errors, we expect 
this coin to once again achieve a new record price.

The Unique 1959-D Wheat Ears Reverse Lincoln Cent 


Enlargement 
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159 = 1959-D The Unique Wheat Ears Reverse! MS-60+. Brown. This coin has created quite a bit of controversy in the past, and it's time the 
allegations and innuendo get laid to rest. For some reason, the few independent grading services who have examined this coin can't seem to 
decide on its genuine status, although no one can define any reason to consider it counterfeit, they also won't render an opinion to support 
the coin as a genuine mint product. Hence, the opinions of most remain that no decision can be made on the coin unless further tests are 
conducted. 


The known history of this unique cent begins in 1986. A retired police officer named Leon Baller advertised in his local Walnut Creek, Cal- 
ifornia newspaper that he would purchase rare and unusual coins. A local coin collector saw the ad and contacted Baller about an unusual 
1959-D wheat reverse cent that he had found, and Baller soon arranged to meet with him and then purchased the coin for $1,500. Baller 
sent the coin to the United States Department of the Treasury for authentication in early 1987. Jim Brown, a forensic lab authenticator for 
the Department of the Treasury examined the coin and found no indication that it was counterfeit. The coin was returned to Baller on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1986 with a letter signed by Richard M. McDrew, Special Agent for the Department of the Treasury. The letter states as follows: 


"Enclosed is your United States 1¢ coin, dated 1959-D, with wheat reverse. This coin was microscopically examined by our Forensic Ser- 
vices Division in Washington, D.C. and it is their opinion the coin is genuine." 


Baller eventually sold the coin to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries in 1987. The cent was then sold to a private collector where it remained 
until recently. 


The current owner of the coin is a business syndicate whose members! names have not been disclosed, and their representative is Larry 
Choate, a Southern California collector. Choate took the bold move in 2002 to resubmit the coin to the Department of the Treasury and 
Secret Service for a more comprehensive review of the 1959-D wheat cents authenticity. Choate realized that if the coin was considered a 
counterfeit, it would be seized and destroyed. In addition, Choate took the risk that the coin was produced at the Denver Mint but illegally 
spirited out, and could be seized on those grounds as well. Frankly, the Department of the Treasury has a checkered list of such seizures, 
and only a few coins have been seized over the years. It is important to note here that this coin will not be confiscated as the Treasury 
Department has returned the coin twice to the owner after reviewing the coin and returning it as genuine. It is also considered legal 
tender by the Treasury Department. 


The most recent and very public seizure was the 1933 double eagle which the Government seized and wanted to destroy in a mindless 
bureaucratic fashion. Mercifully for collectors, the original owner of the 1933 double eagle was Egypt's King Farouk, and he obtained an 
export license which allowed him to take the coin with him out of this country to Egypt. After protracted litigation, the government and 
owner of the coin, British dealer Steve Fenton, agreed to have the coin sold and the proceeds would be divided. Thus, the Farouk 1933 dou- 
ble eagle would be the only currently "legal" specimen that could be obtained. Rumors have long swirled that other 1933 double eagles 
exist in private collections, but the Government claims title to any that may be in private hands and they would be seized if found as Gov- 
ernment officials have publicly stated. This unique rarity just sold for $7,590,020. at auction in July 2002. 


In recent years a bonanza of mint "errors" have turned up in collectors hands. Some of these have included error commemorative gold coins 
which were so mistruck as to not fit into the government holders. Another example would be the recently released Sacagawea/Quarter 
| mules, or even the 1964 Peace silver dollar. Rumors persist, and in some cases these coins would be seized if they appeared at public auc- 
tion. Normally, years after the original production, the probability of seizure seems to drop, and the seizure cases normally involve coins 
that were illegally removed from the mint where the perpetrators can be rounded up and jailed after due process, as the coins were simply 
not just normal production errors which escaped into circulation. 


| These distinctions are important, because if a coin is seized, it is seldom returned and any value paid for the coin would be lost. Under such 
| circumstances, the Government goes after the mint employees involved, and many have been arrested and prosecuted for these crimes. 


| Getting back to our 1959-D cent, Choate knew that he was taking a big risk by submitting this coin back to the United States Secret Ser- 
| vice, as it could be seized if it was determined to be a counterfeit, or illegally taken from the Denver Mint. However, after extensive exam- 
| ination by the United States Secret Service Office of Investigations Counterfeit Division a report was issued dated May 17, 2002, under 
their case number Log: 119-726-FY2002-018. This report, which of course accompanies this lot, states as follows: 


| "Exhibit Examined Q1 One 1959-D Lincoln cent, bearing the wheat reverse, described on the subject letter." 


| "Background: From 1909 until 1958, the United States Mint cent bore a portrait of President Lincoln on the obverse and two curved styl- 
| ized heads of wheat on reverse. In 1959, the design was changed to bear the Lincoln Memorial on the reverse." 


"Results of Examination Physical and microscopic examinations were conducted on the submitted Lincoln cent (Exhibit Q1; see figure 1). 
[photo of obverse and reverse]. 


Page 2: 
"Optical and scanning electron microscopic examinations conducted on the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) revealed that the coin's obverse 


does not exhibit any indications of alterations to the date or surrounding field (see figure 2). [two scanning electron micrographs of the final 
9 of the date are included, the first is enlarged 180 times, the next is enlarged 200 times]. 
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Below these photos the report continues: "Enlargements show no indications of alterations--metal shows smooth transition from numbers 
to the field. An alteration at these magnifications would be evident by tool mark striations or seams with solder or glue. Alteration from 
within the coin (embossing) would result in less defined numerals and disturbances on the surface of the numerals." 


The report goes on: 


"Further, the edge and rim of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) was examined for evidence of seams or alterations that would suggest that 
the submitted coin was a composite of a 1959-D obverse with a separate wheat reverse (see figure 3)." "Figure 3: Micrographs of the rims 
of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" show the obverse rim near the W of WE, and the reverse rim near a wheat ear and are magnified 60 
times. Below the micrographs the Report states: "Enlargements show no indications of alterations or seams. The metal shows smooth tran- 
sition from the field to the rim and then to the edge. An alteration at these magnifications would be evident by tool mark striations or seams 
with solder or glue." 


Page 3 continues: 

"No evidence of manipulation or alteration to the edge of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) was observed (see figure 4)." "Figure 4: Optical 
micrograph of the edge of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" which shows the edge of the coin and concludes: "Enlargements show no indi- 
cations of alterations or seams in the edge. The metal appears undisturbed, as does the oxidation (toning). An alteration at these magnifica- 
tions would be evident by tool mark striations or seams with solder or glue." 

The Report next examines the die polish lines as follows: "The submitted Lincoln/wheat cent (Exhibit Q1) displays prominent die polish 
(raised striations in the field, but absent in the raised devices) on the obverse and reverse (see figures 5 through 7). During the course of 
examination, the subject coin was compared to one 1959 cent and two 1959-D cents that had similar die polish on the obverse. No signifi- 
cant differences in the appearance of the polish were observed." Two greatly enlarged micrographs of the field and ERTY follow: "Figure 
5: Optical micrograph of the die polish on Exhibit Q1 and Figure 6: Optical micrograph of the die polish on Exhibit QI." 


Page 4 continues: Figure 7: Optical micrograph of die polish on the reverse of submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" with a very large micrograph 
of the central reverse which shows die polish lines in the field. 


The Report continues: "Nondestructive physical examinations conducted on the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) revealed that the coin is con- 
sistent in mass, diameter, and thickness of genuine 1958/1959 cent coins. Additionally, surface measurements by energy dispersive x-ray 
spectroscopy revealed that the coin is consistent in elemental composition with genuine 1958/1959 cent coins (see table 1).

Given this evidence, the Report goes on: 


"CONCLUSIONS" 


"Although the submitted 1959-D Lincoln Cent (Exhibit Q1) exhibits the wheat reverse, instead of the Mint specified memorial reverse, the 
submitted coin exhibits physical characteristics, such as device detail, metal flow, die polish, thickness, diameter, mass and composition, 
consistent with genuine 1958/59 Lincoln cents. Further, the submitted Lincoln/wheat cent does not exhibit any indications of alterations to 
the date or evidence of edge alteration, indicating that the submitted coin was a result of combining two genuine coins. Additionally, no 
characteristics associated with counterfeit coins, such as tool marks, file marks, raised metal or unusual oxidation ("toning") were 
observed." 


Page 5 begins: 


"In the absence of any evidence that the submitted 1959-D Lincoln/wheat cent (Exhibit Q1) is not consistent with having been manufac- 
tured by the US Mint, the coin was determined to be a genuine mule cent." 


The page continues with remarks which discuss the way the coin was handled, and the fact that it was returned to the owner, and the Report 
was signed by Marc J. Surrency, Counterfeit Specialist and Approved by Anthony M. Chapa, Special Agent in Charge. 


In another specialized reference work, The Authoritative Reference on Lincoln Cents by John Wexler and Kevin Flynn, the authors devote 
3 pages to this coin. They note that in 1993 this coin was submitted to the ANA for authentication. Michael Fahey, the examiner at the 
ANA "could find no evidence of it being counterfeit. However, because there was no evidence the Mint could have produced it and it 1s 
hard to conceive how this could happen accidently. Since only one specimen has ever been found, the ANA returned the coin with a "no 
decision". J.P. Martin, chief authenticator for the ANA, said that when he examined the coin he could not find any evidence that the coin is 
counterfeit, but also stated that his gut instinct is that the coin is not genuine." J.P. Martin followed up with a letter which is quoted at in 
full in the Wexler Flynn reference, and we quote the relevant portion here "All in all, the attention given to the die as shown by the die pol- 
ish is the most bothersome. I challenge any readers to match the shown die polish to the 1959-D obverse or the wheat reverse. Though this 
piece appears to be suspicious, no absolute technical condemnation can be made. Especially without a comparison example from the same 
dies. For this reason, the coin was given a "No Decision" by American Numismatic Association Authentication Bureau. This was circa 
1993. Since that time, J. P. Martin has left the ANA to be one of the founding partners of the ICG grading service. 
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J.P. Martin here touches on what will likely resolve the questions swirling about this controversial coin. In 2002 when Larry Goldberg dis- 
cussed the coin with Rick Montgomery, he said that if other Lincoln cents of the 1958-D reverse and 1959-D obverse dies were submitted, 
there is a better chance the mule coin could get graded. Given the obvious die lines on the present mule specimen, it should only be a mat- 
ter of searching to locate matching dies to both the obverse and reverse! It is very unlikely that new dies were used just to coin this one 
specimen, and the dies were very likely normal production dies which happened to be available when the new reverse was being adapted 
by the mints. 


Okay, let's do some simple math. Walter Breen states in his Encyclopedia that die life for Lincoln cents produced during this period was 
around 700,000 coins per die (page 233). Mintage for 1958-D cents (it being reasonable to assume the reverse die would have been a 1958- 
D) was 800,953,000 divided by 700,000 coins per die equals approximately 1,145 dies. Now, let's do the obverse die, 1959-D mintage was 
1,279,760,000 divided by 700,000 equals 1,828 obverse dies. Well, while daunting, the task at hand is not insurmountable! Examining cir- 
culated coins will not work (I tried that), as the die lines quickly disappear after limited circulation. Thus, this endeavor will best be com- 
pleted by purchasing bags and bags of 1958-D cents (about $5 per roll of 50 coins) and bags and even more bags of 1959-D cents (about $1 
per roll) and quick examination of the coins will hopefully produce an exact match to the unique die lines seen as a signature on this coin. 
Matching the two dies from regular issue coins to this mule piece will prove that the coin was struck from genuine Denver Mint dies, and 
given thecoins authenticity. Once the dies are matched up, we are confident the grading services will have to certify and grade the coin as 
a genuine Mint product. 


How did this coin come about? It is very difficult to imagine that somehow just one slipped out and got into circulation, although anything 
is possible given the massive production of coins each year at the Mint (stranger things have happened). It was more likely made during a 
quiet moment at the Denver Mint, under similar circumstances to the one known 1943-D copper cent, a special striking as it were, not 
| unlike dozens and dozens of other famous rarities produced during the last 209 years at the various United States mints. 


Valuing this unique cent is virtually impossible. We feel confident that it will bring less than the similarly unique 1933 double eagle at 
$7,590,020. Perhaps it will bring a price similar to the unique 1943-D copper cent, which realized $82,500 way back in 1996 at a Superior 
Sale, or the more current example of the extremely rare 1943-S copper cent which was NGC MS-61 Brown which realized $115,000 in our 
February 2000 Sale. 


For those out there in coinland who have the time and inclination, the dies could quite possibly be matched up just from the photos in the 
Wexler Flynn reference, or from the photos in this catalog, prior to the auction of this coin in September. If there isn't time, it is likely the 
matching dies could be found and the coin resubmitted with the additional evidence and a copy of the Treasury Report. 


In particular, please note the die lines which should be easy to match up when compared with other mint 1958-D and 1959-D cents, on the 
obverse look for the die line which connects the lower loop of the B in LIBERTY to the upper half left side of the upright of the E. The 
reverse is very easy to identify, there is a long die line from the middle serif of the F in OF up to the center of the upright of the E in CENT. 
Also, we note two or three parallel die lines extending down at an angle from the left wheat ear near the top. These are very clearly visible 
on the coin under magnification, and are also seen in excellent detail on page 335 of the Wexler Flynn reference book. 


While controversial, this coin seems to be turning the tide in its favor with the Treasury Report, and with a little research, could soon be die 
linked to other existing 1958-D and 1959-D cents, which will likely lay the controversy to bed, and the coin can finally be accepted by the 
grading services and other experts in the Lincoln cent series. 


As the controversy still swirls around this mule, the major grading services have chosen NOT to grade this coin as of yet. Nevertheless, we 
feel that if someone took the time to locate other examples of the obverse and reverse dies which were used for normal production coins, 
combined with the more thorough Secret Service Authenticity Report of 2002, there would be a better chance that the coin may get graded 
in the future. 


The property is not guaranteed to be authentic, and is marketable as is, and can not be returned.

copy them without similar equipment. The idea of using steam 
for coinage had been the goal of John Pierre Droz, the Swiss 
watchmaker who worked briefly with Boulton in the early 
1790s. One of the technical challenges was to invent a closed 
collar which could open and close as coins were struck. Droz 
tinkered with the idea and Boulton finally was successful. 
Thomas Jefferson tried in vain to have Droz come to America 
to assist or run the planned Philadelphia Mint, but he turned 
the offer down. Boulton had continued the experiments 
through the 1790s and with his enormous technical knowledge 
was able to overcome the obstacles. 


Meanwhile, America didn't have foundry capable of forging 
the necessary equipment to make the steam coining press until 
1836, and thus earlier coinage was struck on the old screw 
presses using an open collar.

Only two rare issues of sestertii featured the famed monu- 
ment of Rome. The first was struck by Trajan in 103 AD, 
to commemorate the extensive repairs and restoration he 
applied to the structure. A fire in 80 A.D. added further to 
the calamities that frequently befell the Circus. Domitian 
accomplished the repairs, but some of the arches collapsed 
during Trajan's reign, and thus his major overhaul of the 
buildings and seating. Caracalla further enlarged the seat- 
ing capacity, along with additional cosmetic embellish- 
ments, in 213 AD. This was a major renovation. It is well 
known that Caracalla was a devotee of the circus, some- 
thing that had caused his father much annoyance. Thus 
Caracalla celebrated, with some satisfaction, his improve- 
ments by likewise issuing exceedingly rare aurei and ses- 
terti1 depicting the Circus. In fact he virtually replicated 
Trajan's coin design, but enhanced it with the added 
details of a chariot race in progress.

1783 1838 Pattern Half Dollar. Silver, reeded edge. Judd-72. Pollock-75, Rarity-5. PCGS graded Proof 64. While PCGS does not differen- 
tiate, we suspect that this might be an original instead of a restrike, but we can't weigh the coin to determine for sure, as the strike is full on 
all but the uppermost central curls above the ear of Liberty and we see no traces of die rust or cracks, which appear on most of the restrike 
issues. To determine if this is a restrike or not, the coin must be weighed, 206 grains for an original (see the Pollock reference for more 
details) which is very scarce. 192 grains for a restrike, and both have the 360 degree reverse alignment (medal turn as opposed to coin 
turn). 


The coin itself is toned a lovely steel gray with hints of lilac and gold, very even on both sides. Scrutiny will note faint hairlines in the 
fields, but these are not detracting. Razor sharp on the stars and most of the curls on Liberty, with the slightest weakness noted below TY 
and around the ear. On the reverse, the die engraving and strike are superb, with every minute feather detail sharp on the eagle. PCGS has 
graded 6 this high, with only 2 graded higher, both PR-66. 


Historically, this coin marks the passing of the torch from Mint Engraver William Kneass to Christian Gobrecht. Kneass suffered a stroke 
in 1835 which left him partially incapacitated, and this is the last obverse die executed by him prior to his stroke (Judd refers to a letter 
from Mint Director James Ross Snowden confirming this fact), apparently undated and finished in 1838. The obverse features a matronly 
Liberty facing left, with long curly hair cascading down her back, neck and even underneath the shoulder of her bust. Liberty sports a sun- 
burst tiara, although becoming, was not used on any regular issue coins. The reverse die is attributed to Christian Gobrecht, and features a 
stylized eagle. During his brief tenure, Kneass developed the raised blank rim and beaded boarder on the dime (1828), and these were 
incorporated on the half dime and half dollar in 1829. Kneass was known for his quickness and efficiency, and made an excellent combina- 
tion with Christian Gobrecht. The stroke which Kneass suffered in 1835 forced him to more menial tasks, and he passed away in 1840.

The Standard Silver coinage came about as a proposed solu- 
tion to the flood of fractional currency that had taken over the 
country at that time. Hatred of the tiny filthy notes was univer- 
sal, enough so that nickel mine owner Joseph Wharton was 
able to sell all the nickel he could pull from the ground to the 
Mint for use in Three Cent nickels and soon Shield nickels, 
both of which were coined solely to replace the 3¢ and S¢ frac- 
tional notes. Higher denomination fractional currency notes 
persisted, as all silver coinage then in circulation was being 
hoarded for its bullion content which approached or even 
slightly exceeded the stated value of the coin. William Barber 
proposed striking dimes, quarters and half dollars of lighter 
weight (and value) with the intention being that these new 
coins would stay in circulation and not be hoarded, and the 
new "Standard Silver" pieces could be exchanged for the frac- 
tional notes. Sets of the Standard Silver patterns were created 
and spread amongst the powers that be, but the proposal was 
not accepted in the end. Further, the price of gold had a serious 
run up in price in 1869 as Jay Gould and his partner Jim Fisk 
attempted (and nearly succeeded) in cornering the gold mar- 
ket, causing further hoarding of silver and gold. Only when 
President Grant released some of the Treasury's holdings of 
gold was the corner broken, and Gould and Fisk lost their 
shirts as more gold appeared on the market than they could 
buy. As market conditions normalized, the price of silver 
slowly drifted back to pre-Civil War ratios, and silver coins 
once again circulated as intended along with gold. Thus, the 
Standard Silver issue idea was shelved, but at least we have 
many delectable pattern issues to enjoy today to attest to these 
troubled times.

Liberty and her abundance spill forth from her top, and Barber clearly took a pass on certain details, although the eagle, drapery and shield 
are rendered in a concise and exacting fashion. The design, although one of the most beautiful of all pattern issues, was likeiy seen as too 
militaristic, with Liberty holding a large sword, and shield nearby on the obverse. The reverse displays a regal eagle with wings out- 
stretched, and another large shield as well as a clutch of arrows awaiting their aim. Perhaps the design was passed over because of the two 
eagles, shields and overall fine engraving which would likely have caused dies to wear out faster. Hindsight states that this Amazonian pat- 
tern is truly one of the most beautiful to find it's way into even limited production at the Mint, and the few examples known are always 
eagerly sought after by collectors. Perhaps 10 to 12 exist in copper, and few of these remain in gem grades. 


PCGS has graded only 2 examples this high, with a single example higher as PR-66 RB. No red examples have been graded in any grade.

Bass, Jr., Sale Part I, May 7, 1999:1375, where the term "Ugly Eagle" was coined. The eagle's left wing (viewers right) is grossly dispro- 
portionate to its body, and the right wing is similarly too large. Even the branch is much too large compared with the size of the eagle, with 
leaves the apparent size of cucumbers. The upper arrowhead is not complete. Everything about this reverse shouts "rush job" that or is was 
engraved by a trainee. Needless to say, this design was not adopted for regular coinage.

65 Premium Quality. Clearly one of the finest known of this superbly executed pattern silver dollar by George T. Morgan. The obverse is 
toned with mottled gold and green near the borders while the reverse is toned a lilac hue with deeper gunmetal blue at the borders. Rather well 
struck for the issue, and similar to the Eliasberg coin, although it appears that this specimen may have a sharper strike on the eagle. The rarity 
of this pattern is on par with its beauty, NGC and PCGS have graded a combined 6 pieces, with the best grade awarded to 3 different coins as 
PF-65 by NGC. These include the Eliasberg example, the present coin, which is the Garrett example and one other specimen. Dr. Judd noted in 
his pattern book that some examples of J-1608 had been cleaned, greatly diminishing their value in todays sophisticated marketplace. Back to 
the NGC Population Report, another example is graded PF-64 by that service, for a total of 4 coins by that service. PCGS has only graded two 
specimens of J-1608, one as PR-62 and another as PR-63. This present specimen resides in an old NGC holder, and we wouldn't be surprised if 
it is graded higher in the future. Currently tied for the finest known with two others, this one boasts a better strike than the similarly graded 
Eliasberg specimen, and as such certainly has claims to the coveted status of Finest Known of this legendary pattern issue. 


Given the certified population of this pattern is holding at a mere 6 coins, we feel that it may actually be a rarity-7 level, with fewer than a 
dozen known in all. Of course no records exist of the actual mintage, and we are limited to Population Reports, the detailed listing of specimens 
in the Pollock reference and the occasional auction appearance to provide census information. 


As numismatic scholar Q. David Bowers said when he cataloged this coin in the Garrett Sale (3/80: 1056) "Of all pattern silver dollar designs, 
the 'Schoolgirl' ranks high in the esteem of collectors." Later, when cataloging the Eliasberg coins for the May, 1996 sale Bowers states "Today 
the 1879 'Schoolgirl' dollar stands as what many consider to be the capstone of the United States pattern series or, at the very least, among the 
top several American coinage motifs." We and many others agree, the seductive beauty of this Schoolgirl pattern challenges the limits of the 
English language, and simply must be viewed to be fully appreciated by connoisseurs. 


Mint Engraver George T. Morgan designed both the obverse and reverse dies for this pattern. For the obverse Morgan chose a youthful Victo- 
rian girl with solid features, a regal nose and chin, similar in appearance to the portrait of the lady on Morgan's silver dollar of 1878. She sports 
a ribbon in her hair, the top of the ribbon states LIBERTY, and the ribbon ends are tied loosely below her ears. Her hair is long and wavy, her 
only other adornment are pearls around her neck. This design seems to be unique to Morgan, although elements were borrowed from his new 
silver dollar of 1878, and other pattern issues from 1877 as well. 


For the reverse, Morgan may have found inspiration from Titian Peale's drawings of a defiant eagle seen in The U.S. Mint and Coinage by Don 
Taxay on page 173 and pattern half dollar of 1839 by Christian Gobrecht. Morgan improved the design with a more stylized defiant eagle fac- 
ing left, first seen in his half dollar pattern issued in 1877 (J-1512, P-1676). It is important to note that Morgan's reverse design was later 
employed on the 1915-S Panama Pacific Exposition Quarter eagle commemorative. It appears that the reverse design was likely the inspiration 
behind then Assistant Engraver's John R. Sinnock's 1918 Illinois Commemorative half dollar reverse as well, although no specific evidence has 
been located linking these aside from the similar pose of the eagle and position of his wings. 


A foremost rarity in all grades, and seldom offered except when major collections are sold. This coin will no doubt become the centerpiece of a 
major pattern collection. Note that this particular coin has been auctioned only twice before, once in each century! If these auction appearances 
continue at this glacial pace, you may not get another chance to purchase this 'Schoolgirl' until 2101 or later!

The toning is simply gorgeous, 
with deep iridescent gold, blue and green forming a halo around Liberty on the obverse, while the reverse is a lighter gray with a ring of 
blue at the rim. Boldly struck on all the central devices, with the obverse stars strong on the right, while those on the left side show partial 
radial lines at the center of the stars, they are not quite full.

Despite the mintage of 100,000 pieces struck in 1822, it is very likely that most of those reported were dated 1821 (Breen), as so few 1822 
dimes are known today.

Elias- 
berg, ex Mills and Clapp; 2). The Pittman coin and present specimen is PCGS graded PR-65 and 3). The Newcomb [:596 believed to be the 
Cleneay (1890):1323 also PCGS graded PR-65.

The color is a natural hazy gold 
color on the obverse, more coppery luster on the reverse where the design elements protected the lustrous fields. Struck with adequate 
force on Liberty, even better on the reverse which is crisp on all but the tail feathers. This 1s an early die state, with a full and complete 
lower curl on Liberty, most seen are struck later, after the die was lapped and weakening this curl. There is no trace of the obverse die crack 
at 9 o'clock. As always, the E of LIBERTY is weakly struck, this letter had the unfortunate location of being directly behind the eagle's 
large tail, and when these were struck, there simply wasn't enough metal flow to fill in both the tail and the E. Finding a 1796 quarter eagle 
that is sharply struck is about as easy as locating a 1796 quarter with a full head on the eagle! 


Historically speaking, the 1796 quarter eagle is very important. First off, the 1796 quarter eagle is the first coin to employ the heraldic 
eagle reverse, which would become standard on all silver and gold issues from 1798 to 1807. In addition, this was the first coin struck to 
reflect the admission of Tennessee into the United States, and the reverse displays 16 stars, one for each of the states then in the union. 
Curiously, this is the only precious metal coin struck by our country that didn't employ obverse stars, and this didn't occur again until the 
1836 Gobrecht dollars were coined. This is also the first year of issue of the denomination, following close on the heals of the 1795 eagle 
and half eagle. 


The dies are thought to have been engraved by Robert Scot, and show hasty preparation. Note how the 6 is squeezed into the drapery lines 
of Liberty, and the reverse shows unplanned execution as well, with stars planted wherever space allowed above the eagle. For some years 
the cap on Liberty was thought to be a slaves cap, or Phrygian cap (Liberty cap) of Roman times. A letter from Samuel More, Director of 
the Mint to Thomas Jefferson on February 14, 1825 seems to settle the matter (see Breen's Encyclopedia, pages 518-19) which states the 
cap was "taken from life, and considered a model of good taste of the fashion of the time" and was not intended to represent a cap of free- 
dom or slaves cap. Jefferson responded to Moore's letter stating that Liberty had never been a slave, and therefore a slaves cap would not 
have been proper. In following years the cap disappeared from Liberty on gold coinage in 1834, silver (other than the dollar) in the late 
1830s, where the cap moved to the pole until 1891. The cap returned on the Morgan silver dollar in 1878 and on half dollars again in 1916, 
perhaps reflecting the "good taste" of the fashion of later periods as well.

One further note, this particular obverse die was used to also coin 1805 quarter eagles and was later overdated to the 1806, 6 over 5. There- 

fore, as both the obverse and reverse dies were used to coin 1805 quarter eagles, this is the identical die pairing used in 1805 and the only 
| change being the overdate! Hence the 1805 quarter eagle is therefore the exact same die variety as this 1806, 6 over 5! This claim can 
doubtless be made by just a few examples in American numismatics at most.

Reported to be quite common by Walter Breen, who 
gave this variety only a Rarity-3 rating, subsequent research has shown it to be scarcer, and this die pairing is now regarded as a high Rarity- 
4 by the research conducted by Harry Bass and the staff at Bowers and Merena. In particular, this coin shows minor hairlines and handling 
ticks from brief circulation, and the surfaces have a hazy appearance. Traces of adjustment marks above the date, but these are very faint at 
best. Surprisingly well struck considering the shattered state of both the obverse and reverse die, with no signs of weakness on the devices. 
One of the most peculiar features of this coin is the strong die line below the date. Breen stated that it was his belief that this was a guide line 
cut into the die by the ailing Mint Engraver Robert Scot, the guide lines purpose was to help locate the base of the date punches while the die 
was being engraved. Several additional traces of this guide line can be seen on the obverse near the dentils on the left side, and traces con- 
tinue above RT of LIBERTY, perhaps as a guide for the placement of the lettering there as well. We tend to agree with Breen that this broken 
line is a guide line cut into the die for layout purposes instead of calling these lines die cracks as others have done. In the superb Harry Bass 
Foundation notes (harrybassfoundation.org) this particular variety Breen 1-B is seen and these lines are described as die cracks in the detail 
notes posted on their web page. 


The obverse die shows cracks, two to the first star, one of which continues up into the left field, and another branch up the back of her curls 
just touching her cap where it takes a right turn for a few millimeters, and then extends vertically again up through the top of Liberty's cap to 
the rim above. Rim crumbling is seen above star four and eight. The reverse die displays even more cracks, one from the rim to the left wing, 
third feather down towards the center, another down from the rim through the second S of STATES to the eagle's eye and below, another 
through the top feather of the right wing, above the wing through the two stars behind the eagle's head, his neck, and seems to stop as it 
touches the left side of the ribbon, and another crack from the lower rim up through the end of the branch stem, up through the shield into the 
eagle's neck. Most of these cracks seem to join up on or near the eagle's neck. One less developed crack extends from one arrow point up into

The Pinnacle of American Numismatics, Augustus Saint Gaudens 1907 Ultra High Relief 


1907. Ultra high relief, lettered edge. PCGS graded Proof 68. Widely regarded as the most elegant and stunning coin ever produced at an 
American mint, the Ultra High Relief is truly a connoisseurs caviar. This issue is truest to Augustus Saint Gaudens original concept, and the 
few coined were the direct result of President Theodore Roosevelt's considerable attention to the project. The surfaces are nearly perfect, as 
expected for such a high grade. No signs of toning or the passage of time to be found, and this coin remains as bright and fresh as the day it was 
struck. We note that PCGS has graded only 7 examples of the Ultra High Relief, 3 as PR-67, and 4 as PR-68. NGC has graded a total of 6 
pieces, 2 as PF-67, 3 as PF-68 and one as PF-69. Thus, a maximum of 13 have been graded by the two main grading services. A few others may 
exist, and a five more are held by institutions (2 in the Smithsonian, | at the ANS, another at the Theodore Roosevelt Museum and one in the 
Harry Bass Foundation). The total mintage was between 13 and 22, with 2 melted by the Mint just after issue. 


Extensive research by Walter Breen, David W. Akers and Elvira Clain-Stefanelli produced the summary of what follows, and we thank each of 
them for their arduous efforts to report the truth on how this magnificent coin came about. 


Augustus Saint Gaudens was the premier sculptor in America. His statuary works graced many parks and buildings of note, and his reputation 
was known the world over. In 1892 Saint Gaudens designed the official medal for the Columbian Exposition of that year. His design depicted 
Columbus "transfigured as he set foot in the New World" and the reverse bore a "Grecian youth, unashamedly naked, holding a torch and 
wreaths to crown the victors" (Breen). The design was submitted and quickly approved by the committee. Nevertheless, the medal came within 
the site of Anthony Comstock, head of his own Society for the Supression of Vice, and a torrent of letters flooded the power brokers of Con- 
gress and the Columbian Exposition Committee, denouncing the naked youth as obscene. Rather than stand firm against the storm, the commit- 
tee asked Charles E. Barber to redesign the reverse of the medal, which was done to Comstock's approval. Saint Gaudens was furious, and 
swore never to have anything to do with Mint Bureau again. 


Years passed, and in 1905 an opportunity arose that Saint Gaudens could not refuse. His old friend Teddy Roosevelt asked the sculptor to 
design his inaugural medal. Soon Roosevelt convinced Saint Gaudens to start redesigning the eagle and double eagle, and with the President's 
backing, Saint Gaudens figured he had a better chance at success with his designs at the Mint. With the help of his assistant Henry Hering, and 
employing the Paris Mint to keep the project away from the ever jealous Charles E. Barber, molds and casts were submitted to President 
Roosevelt. Roosevelt choose this design for the double eagle, and dies were finally prepared. Due to the depth of the design, these coins were 
struck up to nine times in order to bring up the design completely, and that using the largest medal press, which could strike with the force of 
172 tons per strike. The reverse die cracked after a handful were struck and the project stalled. Meanwhile Saint Gaudens had died in August of 
1907, just months after these were coined in February and March of 1907. Hering and Roosevelt refused to the let the project die, and the 
design was modified to the High Relief coins of November 1907. Mintage figures state 11,250 were struck, despite Mint Director Barber's sab- 
otage and protests. Soon Barber would win out, and the relief was greatly reduced again in late 1907, and that design continued through 1933 
when gold production ceased until more recent times. 


Given the recent sale of a 1933 double eagle for over $7 million, this coin seems a relative bargain. As a work of numismatic art, none finer are 
seen, and the ownership of an Ultra High Relief is undoubtedly the pinnacle of any numismatists collection.

On the face of the bar, the normal bubbles are seen in the surface from the original pouring of the molten 
gold into the mold. In addition, a few minor scratches can be seen through GG of KELLOGG and into the surrounding fields, perhaps from the 
violence and tumbling as the S. S.Central America sunk in the hurricane in September of 1857. 


As noted in Bowers the Kellogg & Humbert bars are amongst the most numerous of the bars recovered from the wreck, however, both Kellogg 
and Humbert were very important participants in the California Gold Rush history, and many coins were known from their partnership. With 
the recovery of the gold from the Central America wreck, numerous bars were also found, much to the delight of many collectors today. 


This bar comes with the special leather edition of Q. David Bowers 4 California Gold Rush History and the new owner will doubtless spend 
many hours discussing the epic tales of the discovery of gold in California, and the tragedy of the loss of life on the Central America wreck. 
Truly a fantastic historical relic which will be the centerpiece of an advanced collection.
